For  the  convenience  of  customers  who 
are  not  fully  acquainted  with  the  various  forms  of 
Dahlias,  we  have  used  the  following  abbreviations  as 
a key  to  their  classes: 

C.= Cactus;  H.C.=  Hybrid  Cactus;  B.=  Ball 

Shaped  Dahlias;  D.=  Decorative;  P.F.=  Peony 
Flowered;  P.=  Pompon;  Col. = Collarette. 

The  illustrations  on  the  opposite  page  will  show  at  a 
glance  the  difference  in  these  types.  In  the  Hybrid 
Cactus  type  the  petals  are  shorter  than  those  of  the 
Cactus  type  and  they  may  be  broad,  flat,  recurved 
or  twisted.  The  Pompon  type  resembles  in  shape  of 
flowers  the  Ball  Shaped  Dahlias,  but  the  flowers  must 
be  under  two  inches  in  diameter.  Within  recent  years 
the  Peony  Flowered  Dahlias  have  become  the  most 
popular  class  with  Dahlia  lovers.

For  garden  decoration 
and  for  cutting  this  is  one  of  the  most  de- 
pendable. The  plants  make  a sturdy 
growth,  attaining  a height  of  5 to  6 feet 
and  become  practically  smothered  with  the 
large  beautiful  flowers.  These  elegant 
blooms  are  always  borne  on  long  and  stiff 
stems.  The  color  is  a soft  and  pleasing 
shade  of  rosy  purple  with  white  suffusion. 
In  general  effect  it  is  that  of  a soft  rosy 
mauve  or  lilac.  $1.00  each;  3 for  $2.70;

The  color  is  an  attractive  shade  of 
iridescent  rosy  pink,  showing  a suffusion  of  white  on  the  central  petals.
